DOOR STEP OPPORTUNITY 

There was a city of apathy and without vision. It soon be- 
came a village devoid of-public works and projects, There was 
a neighboring town composed of enthusiastic, informed and ac- 
tive citizenry. Tt rapidly grew into a city. 

Lethargy and lack of-information on the part of the people 
is a stumbling block to civic progress, 

There is a chance that the price of gasoline be lowered one 
cent a gallon here; that the cost of building materials be reduced 
10 to 15 per cent; that fertilizer, so vital to Glades economy, be 
bought at a considerable reduction, ‘This dream would become 
fact if the city could obtain the port and dock facilities of the 
type which chamber of commerce directors, city officials and 
leaders have been plugging, working and fighting for for almost 
two years. 

With the vision of a larger, more prosperous city, local lead- 
ers started the idea for a port on the inland waterway at our door. 
From the beginning the idea had a struggle for survival, The 
proposed site, an island lying south of Torry Island, was held by 
the Internal Improvement Fund Trustees, and others were try- 
ing to gain possession of the land. 

After a local delegation appeared before the board in Talla- 
hassee, the city was given the option.on the land, and it was 
purchased. 

Then the campaign to gain support and assistance from the 
Palm Beach Port Authority on the project began, and it has been 
a long battle not yet nearing a finish. 

Last summer the Port Authority promised to direct its en- 
gineer to draw the port plans, but the summer ended and nothing 
was done, 

Apparently it was not important that in the past years tax 
Payers of Belle Glade have over paid’ for a port here. 

Citizens here included in the port district have paid’$3.50 dur- 
ing 1951; $3.90 during 1950 and between $4 and $5 in recent 
years on every $1,000 of county tax assessment. These taxes 
have gone for the support and maintenance of the port of Palm 
Beach and other projects since 1920. This area has never re- 
ceived a direct benefit from the taxation, « 

It is more unreasonable when a third of West Palm Beach, 
lying south of Southern Boulevard, is not assessed at all and con- 
tributes nothing to the support of the port, 

Two Port Authority officials met with a loca) delegation here 
last week and promised that $40,000 for the port will be included 
in the budget for this year contingent on the county’s putting 
in a bridge, culvert, fill and a road as access to the port. 

The long range port plans, drawn by City Engineer John T. 
Pickett, would cost an estimated $265,000. It was hoped here that 
in order to get the type of port which would: serve the purpose 
on the inland water way, a project costing about $80,000 be built 
in the first phase. The offer made by the port officials is far 
short of the goal. 

What this port would mean in dollars and cents to every in- 
dividual and to the development of the area can hardly be esti- 
mated, but it would be great. It would favorably affect estab- 
lished cattle and produce industries and materially aid mush- 
rooming new industries including fiber and rice operations. Yet 
we have been taxed for 30 years without enjoying a single bene. 
fit. 

It is important that every citizen know the importance of the 
projecttoygiagrand to the area. It is imparative that there be 
hundred per cent support of the project here and that everyone 
be informed on the proposed port 

Only when such active interest is in evidence will the city 
receive the necessary help from the Port Authority.
